“Article 2—The high contracting 
parties agree that the settlement 
or solution of all disputes or con- 
flicts of what ever nature or of 
whatever origin they may be, which 
may arise among them, shall never 
be sought except by pacific means. 
“Article 3—The present treaty 
shall be ratified by the high con- 
tracting parties named in the pre- 
amble in accordance with their “e- 
spective constitutional requirements 
and sha)l take effect as between 
them as soon as all their several 
instruments of \ratification§ shall 
have been deposited at Washington. 

“This treaty shall, when it has 
come in to effect as prescribed 
in the preceding paragraph, 
main open as long as may be nec- 
essary for adherence by all the 
other powers of the world.

With Deer Creek and Mc- 
| Knight in Purchase of 
| Apparatus. 


No longer able to depend on 
Clayton for fire protection, resi- 
dents of Ladue Village, which in- 
cludes the St. Louis Country Club 
rrounds, are considering the instai- 
lation of fire-fighting apparatus, 

A proposal that Ladue join with 
Deer Creek and McKnight Village, 
incorporated only last Friday, in 
the purchase of equipment, is being 
considered. The three villages are 
contiguous and include many of 
St. Louis County’s finest country 
places. 

A survey of Ladue Village made 
by the Missouri Inspection. Bureau,

Explaining insurance rates, Terry 
said it ~was impossible for unincor- 
porated communities to obtain 
credit for steps taken in fire pre- 
vention and control, because of the 
uncertainty of revenue when de- 
rived from voluntary contributions, 
and because of the lack of building 
regulations, 

However, a bill will be intro- 
duced in the present session of the 
Legislature permitting communities 
to incorporate as fire prevention 
districts, collect taxes and regulate 
building by means of Organization 
eimilar to that now used in school 
districts. The idea originated at 
Mount Washington, near Kansas 
City, and the provisions of the 
measure would be applicable fo St.

Bay Ice Still Solid. 

When Roald Amundsen landed 
here just 18 years ago today, the 
bay ice was all out, but it its still 
as solid apparently as when we ar- 
rived. So flying between ships and 
shore must be done cautiously if 
the plane js not to get on a piece 
of floating ice so small that a 


‘takeoff would be impossible. 


Another thing which limits fly- 
ing is the extraordinary visibility 
down here. On davs when it seems 
fairly clear, it is almost impossible 
to distinguish the surface, and a 
man walking on skis will find him- 
self stumbling over obstacles 
which he cannot see. The result 
is that landing except for a few 
days of the month, is always risky, 
as there are no shadows to indicate 
undulations on the surface. This 
difficulty will be obviated at the 
base by the many tents, houses and 
flags to aid a pilot in judging his 
distance from the ground, but there 
are davs when no artificial assist- 
ance is of the slightest effect, and 
then flying is out of the question.
